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City Management Makes Gain 


The city manager plan of government, a 
subject of discussion in East Liverpool a few 
years ago, hut forgotten as election day near­ 
ed, appears to be gaining in the number of 
Its supporters. 
Kansas City is the latest recruit in the 
long list of cities that prefer to have their 
municipal affairs run on a business rather 
than a political basis. 
The voters adopted 
the plan by a vote of four to one. 
The size of Kansas City makes this a 
notable triumph for the new method of ad­ 
ministration. 
It is the third-largest city ac­ 
cepting the plan, the first and sec o n d being 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. Altogether there 
are now about 350 municipalities, with popu­ 
lations ranging from a few hundred to near a 
million, possessing this system. 
The Kansas plan differs a little from 
most others, in having a mayor elected by the 
people and possessing a mode rate amount of 
appointive power, and having four district 
councilmen and four chosen at large. 
The 
manager, of course, will look after the great 
mass of I usiness administration. The small­ 
ness of the council should be an advantage, 
attracting good men, centering attention up­ 
on them, eliminating partisan politics and 
promoting eficiency. 
Whether East Liverpool looks with favor 
upon the city management idea is problemat­ 
ical, tut if it is as good as its adherents 
claim it would not be amiss to investigate it. 
And the number of cities approving it indi­ 
cates it. has some merit.

I he Fortunate Class 


The “middle classes” have been much 
pitied in late years, by themselves and oth­ 
ers. 
They have seemed, during war times 
and war prices, to be ground between the 
millstones of capital and labor. The people 
who are neither rich nor poor have been com­ 
pared unfavoraUy with the wage-earning 
classes, because so often they have more ex­ 
pensive tastes with less money to gratify 
them. 
All this, says B. C. Forbes, financial 
writer, is wrong. He knows what it is to be 
poor, and he has seen much of the rich, and 
he testifies that, speaking broadly, the people 
who are moderately well-to-do “enjoy a 
larger measure of happiness than either 
those who have to struggle to make both 
ends meet or those who possess fortunes run- 
uning into seven or eight or nine figures.” 
Thoughtful and observing people will 
probaLly agree with hun. The very success­ 
ful man usually loses something—health or 
time or zo.st—in the quest for wealth which 
leaves him incapable of really enjoying its 
benefits. The rich person who has not earned 
his money seldom gets his full share of joy 
from spending it. 
The poor man finds it 
hard to Ie happy, amid all the material in­ 
conveniences and limitations of his position, 
unless he is very much of a philosopher. 
The man who has made his own way, and 
won to modest comfort and self-respect arid 
the family deve'oping with him, appreciating 
'opportunities and enjoyments because they 
are fresh and unspoiled, and beking the bur­ 
dens and responsibilities of great wealth— 
these are the lucky ones. 
“Give me neither poverty nor riches,” 
said Solomon. 


No Sex in Politics 


Asked “what women have accomplished 
in the political field,” Mrs. Gifford Pinehot, 
wife of the governor of Pennsylvania, re­ 
plies: 


"it in distasteful for me lo differentiate between 
men and women in politics. 
Men and women should 
think of tbe.r responsibilities al toe polls not as 
men and not as women, bat as human beings and 
citizens, 
.hose who think alike., be they men or 
women, should combine their lorces to m ake their 
ideals successful.'"

Two states, including the D istrict of Columbia aa 
a state, appear in one tut of the first ten and are not 
found in the other. Arizona, ranked ninth by the in­ 
dex method; and Montana, ranked tenth, are, re­ 
spectively, twenty-sixth and sixteenth by the ranks 
method.

City Management Makes Gain 


The city manager plan of government, a 
subject of discussion in East Liverpool a few 
years ago, hut forgotten as election day near­ 
ed, appears to be gaining in the number of 
fts supporters. 
Kansas City is the latest recruit in the 
long list of cities that prefer to have their 
municipal affairs run on a business rather 
than a political basis. 
The voters adopted 
the plan by a vote of four to one. 
The size of Kansas City makes this a 
notable triumph for the new method of ad­ 
ministration. 
It is the third-largest city ac­ 
cepting the plan, the first and second being 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. Altogether there 
are now about 350 municipalities, with popu­ 
lations ranging from a few hundred to near a 
million, possessing this system. 
The Kansas plan differs a little from 
most others, in having a mayor elected by the 
people and possessing a mode rate amount of 
appointive power, and having four district 
councilmen and four chosen at large. 
The 
manager, of course, will look after the great 
mass of I usiness administration. The small­ 
ness of the council should be an advantage, 
attracting good men, centering attention up­ 
on them, eliminating partisan politics and 
promoting eficiency. 
Whether East Liverpool looks with favor 
upon the city management idea is problemat­ 
ical, I ut if it is as good as its adherents 
claim it would not be amiss to investigate it. 
And the number of cities approving it indi­ 
cates it has some merit. 


l ite Fortunate Class 


The “middle classes” have been much 
pitied in late years, by themselves and oth­ 
ers. 
They have seemed, during war times 
and war prices, to be ground between the 
millstones of capital and labor. The people 
who are neither rich nor poor have been com­ 
pared unfavorably with the wage-earning 
classes, because so often they have more ex­ 
pensive tastes with less money to gratify 
them. 
All this, says B. C. Forbes, financial 
writer, is wrong. He knows what it is to be 
poor, and he has seen much of the rich, and 
he testifies that, speaking broadly, the people 
who are moderately well-to-do “enjoy a 
larger measure of happiness than either 
those who have to struggle to make both 
ends meet or those who possess fortunes run- 
uning into seven or eight or nine figures.” 
Thoughtful and observing people will 
probably agree with him. Tile very success­ 
ful man usually loses something—health or 
time or zest—in the quest for wealth which 
leaves him incapable of really enjoying its 
benefits. The rich person who has not earned 
his money seldom gets his full share of joy 
from spending it. 
The poor man finds it 
hard to Ie happy, amid all the material in­ 
conveniences and limitations of his position, 
unless he is very much of a philosopher. 
The man who has made his own way, and 
won to modest comfort and self-respect and 
the family developing with him, appreciating 
opportunities and enjoyments because they 
are fresh and unspoiled, and beking the bur­ 
dens and responsibilities of great wealth— 
these are the lucky ones. 
“Give me neither poverty nor riches,” 
said Solomon. 


No Sex in Politics 


Asked “what women have accomplished 
in the political field,” Mrs. Gifford Pinehot, 
wife of the governor of Pennsylvania, re­ 
plies: 


‘‘It is distasteful for me to differentiate between 
men and women in polities. Men and women should 
think of tbea* responsibilities at toe polis not sh 
n u n and not as women, bat as human be.ngs and 
citizens. 
. bose who think alike,, be they men or 
women, should combine their lorces to m ake their 
ideals sui cess.ul.’“ 


It is sound, sane doctrine, worth far more 
;han the frothy “feminist” stuff that is still 
neard, occasionally. If there is any natural 
conflict letween the sexes, it is not in the 
political field, for the aim of politics, or gov­ 
ernment, is the good of all. There is no sex 
’n citizenship. •The state is the common 
father and mother of all, and individual 
mothers and fathers ought to be as united 
rn handling its work as they are in seeking 
the good of their own children.

Two states, including the D istrict of Columbia as 
a state, appear in one lil t of the first ten and are not 
found in the other. Arizona, ranked ninth by the in­ 
dex method, and M ontana, ranked tenth, are, re­ 
spectively, tw enty sixth and sixteenth by the ranks 
method. 
The D istrict of 
Columb a, which 
comes 
sixth under the latter system of ranking, and Iowa, 
which is planed eighth, aro respectively, Reventeentn 
and sev en teen th by tho index num ber method. 
Five years ago Leonard I*. Ayres used the index 
method in preparing a monograph for the Russell 
Sago Foundation th at aroused much discussion at 
th e time of its appearance- 
Dr. Frank M. Phillips, 
of George W ashington university, has now created a 
Kim.tar furore with a study in which he uses the 
method of 
ranks and com pares his 
results with 
those of Culotte! Ayres. 
Although Dr. Phillips Is also identified w .th tho 
United States bureau of education he d:d not under­ 
take this 
work as a governm ent official and 
o h 
monograph is not issued as a governm ent publics 
tion, but has been published by the Bruce Publish­ 
ing company, of Milwaukee, under the title, "Educa­ 
tional Ranking of States by Two M ethods.’’ 
In ranking states educationally or otherw ise, 
Dr. Phillips explains, there are alw ays a large num ­ 
ber of item s to be cone dered as possible units up' n 
which bases of comparison might be made.

W hen an International News Service reporter 
sought out Taylor ho was etill in a precocious physi­ 
cal and m ental condition, 
lie could only speak In 
w h isp e r; he hobbled about with tire aid of a canc, 
and tire lug fram e of his six feet two inches was no­ 
ticeably stooped- 
Taylor was unable to talk of tho 
agony he underw ent during his weeks in the straw- 
stack prison. 
He could give little intelligent infor­ 
m ation about, him self or his antecedents. 
M. C. Jam es, who employed Taylor and who has 
tenderly cared for him since he found the ranch 
hand while taking straw from th e stack to a ba. n, 
gave Inteinatinoal News Service a clear version *'f 
the alm ost inured hie story< 
Dr. F. B. Cornell, village physician, told of the 
w asted condition-Taylor wait in when he treated hon 
after the rescue. 


“Taylor came here in June,” said’ Jam es, for­ 
merly in vocational education work for Hie govern­ 
m ent in Kentucky. 
"H e was a big, str&pp.ng fel­ 
low, about 28 years of age, weighed clote ta 189 
pounds, and was a splendid ranch hand. 
Som ething 
seem ed to be preying on bis mind, hotwever, and he 
kept to him self for the m ost part. 
"One day be confided to me th at he wa* nfra’d 
officers w ere searching for him, and, w ith some 
urging, related how he bad been employed in Texas 
w be.e he believed a m an had forged- his name to 
some checks. 
‘Jack’ explained th a t the man was un 
expert penm ap and th at ono day officers came »o 
his place of 
employment ta 
search o f 
som eone 
wanted for forgery.” 
Jam es declared he believed Taylor was abso­ 
lutely honest, and th at the nu n had perpetrated v 
practical joke upon him. 


"B ut Taylor ran away- from hie Texas employ­ 
m ent and cam e bere,” Jam es continued. 
“to r sev­

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City Management Makes G ain 


Tho rity manager plan of government, a 
subject of discussion in East Liverpool a few 
years ago, hut forgotten as election day near­ 
ed, appears to be gaining in the number of 
Us supporters. 
Kansas City is the latest recruit m the 
long list of cities that prefer to have their 
municipal affairs run on a business rather 
than a political bas s. 
The voters adopted 
the pbin by a vote of, four to one. 
The size of Kansas City makes this a 
notable triumph for the new method of ad­ 
ministration. 
It is the third-largest city ac­ 
cepting the plan, the first and second being 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. 
Altogether there 
are now about 350 municipalities, with popu­ 
lations ranging from a few hundred to near a 
million, possessing this system. 
The Kansas plan differs a little from 
most others, in having u mayor elected by the. 
people and possessing a moderate amount of 
appointive power, and having four district 
councilmen and four chosen at large. 
The 
manager, of course, will look after the great 
mass of I usiness administration. The small­ 
ness of the council should be an advantage, 
attracting good men, centering attention up­ 
on them, eliminating partisan politics and 
promoting eficicncy. 
Whether East Liverpool looks with favor 
upon the city management idea is problemat­ 
ical, I lit if it is as good as its adherents 
claim it would not be amiss to investigate it. 
And the number of cities approving it indi­ 
cates it has some merit. 


I he Iortunate Class 


The "middle classes” have been much 
pitied in late years, by themselves and oth­ 
ers. 
They have set rued, during war times 
and war prices, to be ground between the 
millstones of capital and labor. 
The people 
who are neither rich nor poor have been com­ 
pared unfavorally with the wage-earning 
classes, because so often they have more ex­ 
pensive tastes with less money to gratify 
them. 
All this, says B. C. Forbes, financial 
writer, is wrong. He knows what it is to be 
poor, and he has seen much of the rich, and 
he testifies that, speaking broadly, the people 
who are moderately well-to-do “enjoy a 
larger measure of happiness than either 
those who have to struggle to make both 
ends meet or those who possess fortunes run- 
uning into seven or eight or nine figures.” 
Thoughtful and observing people will 
probat !y agree with him. Tile very success­ 
ful man usually loses something—health or 
time or zest— in the quest for wealth which 
leaves him incapalle of really enjoying its 
benefits. The rich person who has not earned 
his money seldom gets his full share of joy 
from spending it. 
The poor man finds it 
hard to Le happy, amid all the material in­ 
conveniences and limitations of his position, 
unless he is very much of a philosopher. 
The man who has made his own way, and 
won to modest comfort and self-respect and 
the family developing with him, appreciating 
opportunities and enjoyments because they 
are fresh and unsoiled, and lacking the bur­ 
dens and responsibilities of great wealth— 
these are the lucky ones. 
“Give me neither poverty nor rirlies,” 
said Solomon. 


No Sex in Politics 


Asked “ what women have accomplished 
in the political field,” Mrs. Gifford Pinehot, 
wife of the governor of Pennsylvania, re­ 
plies: 


“ It Ih distasteful for me to differentiate between 
men and women in politics. 
Men and women should 
think of the.v responstailitiea at tile polis not an 
men and not as women, but as human be rags and 
citizens, 
.hose who think alike,, be they men or 
women, should combine their torees to make their 
Ideals succeBSiul.’*’ 


It is sound, sane doctrine, worth far more 
;han the frothy “ feminist” stuff that is still 
jieard, occasionally. 
If there is any natural 
conflict Letween the sexes, it is not in the 
political field, for the aim of politics, or gov­ 
ernment, is the good of all. There is no sex 
«n citizenship. *The state is the common 
father and mother of all, and individual 
mothers and fathers ought to be as united 
rn handling its work as they are in seeking 
the good of their own children.

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City M anagement M akes Gain 


Tho city manager plan of government, a 
subject of discussion in East Liverpool a few 
years ago, hut forgotten as election day near­ 
ed, appears to be gaining in the number of 
Pts supporters, 
Kansas City is the latest recruit in the 
long list of cities that prefer to have their 
municipal affairs run on a business rather 
than a political basis. 
The voters adopted 
the plan by a vote of four to one. 
The size of Kansas City makes this a 
notable triumph for the new method of ad­ 
ministration. 
It is the third-largest city ac­ 
cepting the plan, the first and second being 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. 
Altogether there 
are now about 350 municipalities, with popu­ 
lations ranging from a few hundred to near a 
million, possessing this system. 
The Kansas plan differs a little from 
most others, in having a mayor elected by the. 
people and possessing a mode rate amount of 
appointive power, and having four district 
councilmen and four chosen at large. 
The 
manager, of course, will look after the great 
mass of I usiness administrat ion. The small­ 
ness of the council should be an advantage, 
attracting good men, centering attention up­ 
on them, eliminating partisan politics and 
promoting eficieucy. 
W hether East Liverpool looks with favor 
upon the city management idea is problemat­ 
ical, but if it is as good as its adherents 
claim it would not be am ss to investigate it. 
And the number of cities approving it indi­ 
cates it has some merit. 


Ute Fortunate Class 


The “middle classes” have been much 
pitied in late years, by themselves and oth­ 
ers. 
They have seemed, «luring war times 
and war prices, to be ground between the 
millstones of capital and labor. 
The people 
who are neither rich nor poor have been com­ 
pared unfavoraLly with the wage-earning 
classes, because so often they have more ex­ 
pensive tastes with less money to gratify 
them. 
All this, says B. C. Forbes, financial 
writer, is wrong. He knows what it is to be 
poor, and he has seen much of the rich, and 
he testifies that, speaking broadly, the people 
who are moderately well-to-do “enjoy a 
larger measure of happiness than either 
those who have to struggle to make both 
ends meet or those who possess fortunes run- 
uning into seven or eight or nine figures.”

The very success­ 
ful man usually loses something—health or 
time or zest—in the quest for wealth which 
leaves him incapable of ready enjoying its 
benefits. The rich person who has not earned 
his money seldom gets his full share of joy 
fiom spending it. 
The poor man finds it 
hard to I e happy, amid all the material in­ 
conveniences and limitations of his position, 
unless he is very much of a philosopher. 
The man who has made his own way, and 
won to modest comfort and self-respect and 
the family dove'oping with him, appreciating 
opportunities and enjoyments because they 
are fresh and unspoiled, and beking the bur­ 
dens and responsibilities of great wealth— 
these arc the lucky ones. 
“Give me neither poverty nor riches,” 
said Solomon.

City Management M akes Gain 


The city manager plan of government, a 
subject of discussion in East Liverpool a few 
yearn ago, hut forgotten as election day near­ 
ed, appears to be gaining in the number of 
Ms supporters. 
Kansas City is the latest recruit hi the 
long list of cities that prefer to have their 
municipal affairs run on a business rather 
than a political bas s. 
The toters adopted 
the plan by a vote of. four to one. 
The size of Kansas City makes this a 
notable triumph for the new method of ad­ 
ministration. 
It is the third-largest * tty ac* 
cepting the plan, the first and second being 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. Altogether there 
are now about 350 municipalities, with popu­ 
lations ranging from a few hundred bi near a 
million, possessing this system. 
The Kansas plan differs a little from 
most others, in having a mayor elected by the 
people arid possessing a moderate amount of 
appointive power, and having four district 
councilmen arid four chosen at large. 
The 
manager, of course, will look after the great 
mass of I u sin ess administration. The small­ 
ness of the council should be an advantage, 
attracting good men. centering attention up­ 
on them, eliminating partisan pol tics and 
promoting cadency. 
Whether East Liverpool looks with favor 
upon the city management idea is problemat­ 
ical, I ut if it is aa gixjd as its adherents 
claim it would not be amiss lo investigate it. 
And the number of cities approving it indi­ 
cates it has some merit. 


T he Fortunate Class 


The “middle Classes** have been much 
pitied in late years, by themselves and oth­ 
ers. 
They have seemed, during war times 
and war prices, to be ground between the 
millstones of capital and labor. 
The people 
who are neither rich nor poor have been com­ 
pared unfavoral ly with the wage-earning 
classes, because so often they have more ex­ 
pensive tastes with less money to gratify 
them. 
All this, says B. C. Forbes, financial 
writer, is wrong. He knows what it is to be 
poor, and he has sec n much of the rich, and 
he testifies that, speaking broadly, the people 
who are moderately well-to-do “enjoy a 
larger measure of happiness than either 
those who have to struggle to make both 
ends meet or those who possess fortunes run- 
uning into seven or eight or nine figures.” 
Thoughtful and observing people will 
probaL ly agree with him. The very success­ 
ful man usually loses something—health or 
time or zest— in the quest for wealth which 
leaves him incapalle of really enjoying its 
benefits. The rich person who has not earned 
his money seldom gets his full share of joy 
from spending it. 
The poor man finds it 
hard to Ie happy, amid all the material in­ 
conveniences and limitations of his position, 
unless he is very much of a philosopher. 
The man who has made his own way, and 
won to modest comfort and self-respect and 
the family developing with him, appreciating 
opportunities and enjoyments because they 
are fresh and unspoiled, and lacking the bur­ 
dens and responsibilities of great wealth— 
these are the lucky ones. 
“Give me neither poverty nor riches,” 
said Solomon. 


N o Sex in Politics 


Asked “what women have accomplished 
in the political field,” Mrs. Gifford Pinchot, 
wife of the governor of Pennsylvania, re­ 
plies: 


‘‘It in distasteful for me to differentiate between 
men and women In politics. Men and women should 
think, of then* respouHioilitiea at the polis not as 
nun and not as women, but as human bengs and 
citizens. 
I hose who think alike,, be they men or 
women, should combine their lorces to make their 
ideals success.ul.’*’ 


It is sound, sane doctrine, worth far more 
:han the frothy “feminist” stuff that is still 
Heard, occasionally. 
If there is any natural 
conflict letween the sexes, it is not in the 
political field, for the aim of politics, or gov­ 
ernment, is the good of all. There is no sex 
*n citizenship. -The state is the common 
father and mother of all, and individual 
mothers and fathers ought to be as united 
rn handling its work as they are in seeking 
the good of their own children.

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City M anagement M akes Gain 


The city manager plan of government, a 
subject of discussion in East Liverpool a few 
years ago, but forgotten as election day near­ 
ed, appears to be gaining in the number of 
tts supporters. 
Kansas City is the latest recruit in the 
long list of cities that prefer to have their 
municipal affairs run on a business rather 
than a political basis. 
The voters adopted 
the plan by a vote of, four to one. 
The size of Kansas City makes this a 
notable triumph for the* new method of ad­ 
ministration. 
It is the third-largest city ac­ 
cepting the plan, the first and second being 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. 
Altogether there 
are now about 350 municipalities, with popu­ 
lations ranging from a few hundred to near a 
million, possessing this system. 
The Kansas plan differs a little from 
most others, in having a mayor elected by the 
people and possessing a moderate amount of 
appointive power, and having four district 
councilmen and four chosen at large. 
The 
manager, of course, will look after the great 
mass of I usiness administration. The small­ 
ness of the council should be an advantage, 
attracting good men, centering attention up­ 
on them, eliminating partisan polities and 
promoting eficieucy. 
Whether East Liverpool looks with favor 
upon the l ily management idea is problemat­ 
ical, I ut if it is as good as its adherents 
claim it would not be am ss to investigate it. 
And the number of cities approving it indi­ 
cates? it has some merit. 


The Fortunate Class 


The “middle classes” have been much 
pitied in late years, by themselves and oth­ 
ers. 
They have seemed, during war times 
and war prices, to he ground between tho 
millstones of capital and labor. 
The people 
who are neither rich nor poor have been com­ 
pared unfavorably with the wage-earning 
classes, because so often they have more ex­ 
pensive tastes with less money to gratify 
them. 
All this, says B. C. Forbes, financial 
writer, is wrong. He knows what it is to be 
poor, and he has sci n much of the rich, and 
he testifies that, speaking broadly, the people 
who are moderately well-to-do “enjoy a 
larger measure of happiness than either 
those who have to struggle to make both 
ends meet or those who possess fortunes run- 
uning into seven or eight or nine figures.” 
Thoughtful and observing people will 
probably agree with him. The very success­ 
ful man usually loses something—health or 
time or zest—in the quest for wealth which 
leaves him incapable of really enjoying its 
benefits. Tho rich person who has not earned 
his money seldom gets his full share of joy 
from spending it. 
The poor man finds it 
hard to Ie happy, amid all the material in­ 
conveniences and limitations of his position, 
unless he is very much of a philosopher. 
The man who lias made his own way, and 
won to modest comfort and self-respect and 
the family doveOping with him, appreciating 
opportunities and enjoyments because they 
are fresh and unspoiled, and lacking the bur­ 
dens and responsibilities of great wealth— 
these arc the lucky ones. 
“Give me neither poverty nor riches,” 
said Solomon. 


No Sex in Politics 


Asked “what women have accomplished 
in the political field,” Mrs. Gifford Pinehot, 
wife of the governor of Pennsylvania, re­ 
plies: 


“ It is distastefu l for m e to d iffe re n tia te betw een 
m en and women in politics. 
Men and w om en should

n u n and not as women, but as hum an h e .h rs and 
citizens.

‘n citizenship. «The state is the common 
father and mother of all, and individual 
mothers and fathers ought to be as united 
rn handling its work as they are in seeking 
the good of their own children.
